AT BIGLERVILLE

Chesnut. 
Pennsylvania 
Secretary 
oi Labor and Industry, said in an 
address delivered August 23 at the 
C. H 
Mu*** Inurn company plant 
at Biglerville, 
Excerpts from the .speech follow: 
"Tile spread of evil of communism 
in the world today Is based on empty 
stomachs When man is hungry he 
thinks only of himself. 
As things stand today, for ex­ 
ample. we are told by no less an 
authority than tho United Nations 
Educational. Scientific and Cultural 
Organization <UNESCO* that only 
one-third of the world’s people get 
enough of the right kind of food. 
• Famine and .starvation still stalk 
the earth as m ans most ancient 
enemies. Where hunger is king. man 
is a slave. Man will often sell his 
birthright of freedom for even the 
promise of food. 
Food Affects Wars 
“The .secret of canning foods, that 
is preserving them for future use, 
grew out of the necessities of war, 
It may be jiosstble that wars will 
end when man has reached the point 
where today's harvest will be pre­ 
served 
for 
tomorrow’s need, 
and 
where all men can be assured of a 
meal at ail times. 
"It was back in 1809 when the 
first successful attempt to preserve 
fre.di meat was made Napoleon was 
then riding rough-shod ever Europe, 1 
"Napoleon had offered a reward 
for anyone who could discover a 1 
way to preserve foods so that Hie 
army would not be dependent upon 
what they could forage from the 
conquered countryside. It was then 
that a Frenchman, named Appert, 
discovered 
the 
process 
of 
can­ 
ning. . . . 
"There is a lot of talk these days 
about 
communism—its 
evils 
and 
brutality we know from first-hand 
Information in our present struggle 
in South Korea. But communism 
goes even deeper than these shock­ 
ing evidences we have received of its 
application. 
Basic Differences 
"Tile freedom we enjoy in this 
country to pursue our own way and 
shape our own ends is designated 
as capitalism Capitalism and com­ 
munism stand at opposite ends of 
the economic pattern. For example, 
the Communist seeing the rich man 
and his fine home says, ‘No man 
should have so much ’ The capitalist 
seeing the same thing, says, ’All men 
should have as much!’ 
"I want to emphasize this because 
here is one of Hie great basic dif­ 
ferences 
in 
these 
two 
ideologies. 
Communism . . . is born of poverty 
and hunger and seeks to perfect a 
system for the equal distribution of 
a scarcity of goods so that in the j 
end, no man has enough of any­ 
thing. Capitalism on the other hand 
seeks to provide such an abundance 
of goods that in the end all men 
may 
have enough of everything, j 
Communism 
is 
content 
that 
no 
man 
should 
be 
rich; 
capitalism 
strives that no man should bi' poor. 
Our System Most Progressive 
"Within our borders of the United 
States live only I 16 of the earth's 
JKJ pula Hon, but we produce nearly 
7 IR of all the world's goods. Our 
people own 46 j>er cent of all the 
world s electric power, 48 per cent of 
its radios, 54 per cent of its tele­ 
phones. 59 lier cent of its steel ca­ 
pacity, BO per cent of its life insur­ 
ance policies, 85 per cent of its 
automobiles and 92 per cent of Its 
modern bathtubs. 
"Our system of free enterprise is 
the most progressive and completely 
democratic form of capitalism vet 
devised by man. It is a system under 
which all the productive facilities 
of the nation are owned directly by 
the people themselves. The people 
alone, not their government, deter­ 
mine what wages shall be paid for 
what services, and they decide how 
much capital shall be invested in 
what competing enterprise, at what 
prospective profits. 
"I was thrilled when looking over 
your publication ’Tile Processor' for 
the period of March and April. 1950, 
and reading of Hie industrial prog­ 
ress oi the C. H. Musselman com­ 
pany In 1905, a canning plant was 
erected here at. Biglerville spouse red 
by local residents Just think of that 
for a moment—sponsored by local 
residents. 
Praises C ompany Record 
Chesnut praised the safety record 
|of the C. II. Musselman company, 
saying, "Truly you have maintained 
an excellent safety record." He unt­ 
ied the History of the company ana 
mentioned "the remarkable develop­ 
ment and enterprise of this com­ 
pany. I saw that in 1945 a pension 
plan was started for employes, de­ 
veloped under the American system 
of free enterprise."

This certainly is most gratifying

c o n t i n u e d , “Many 
loud­ 
mouthed orators charge that free 
enterprise has resulted 
in unfair 
distribution cf income and that two 
per cent of the American fieople ow n 
80 per cent of America’s wealth. Not 
only is this not true 
it is silly. 
M atter of life and Dr a lh 
"Statistics recently completed by 
Notre Dame university show that, 
over a 30-year period. 88 per cent of 
the total annual income was paid 
to persona receiving less than $5,000 
per year, eight per cent was paid to 
those in the $5,000 to $25,000 bracket 
and only four j>er cent to those re­ 
ceiving more than $25,000 annually. 
"They like to tell us that big busi­ 
ness smothers little business, yet 
the truth is that big business is the 
best customer that little business 
has. These attackers of our system 
cry ’monopoly,* but there are 500,- 
000 corporations and 3.000.000 unin­ 
corporated businesses competing in 
this country’ today. 
"I want to emphasize to you that 
the American system of free enter­ 
prise is your business - it is a matter 
of life and death to you. It will sur­ 
vive only so long as men strive sin­ 
cerely and understandingly to im­ 
prove and perfect it."
